Roger Spugnardi, dlenientary sup- 
ervisor, introduced Bill Koen, art su- 
pervisor at Telstar Regional High 
School, and Edward Dicenso, Art 
Consultant, State Department of 
Education, to address the group on 
the need of an art instructor in kin- 
dergarten through the sixth gradé in 
ithe, district, 

Tt was their fecling that to extend 
‘the art department would be méan- 
ingful. Aécording to’ Mr. Dicenso, art 
ig a natural process that should be 
developed. This would require a 
teacher of specialized training. He 
sald students are apt to get by with 
the training of a regular teacher 
and specialists are needed to round 
out the program.
